WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—The tariff 


conferees on the tariffbiU have leached 
a final agreement, and their report will 
probably be ready for presentation to 
the house between two and three o'clock 
this afternoon. 
The conferees have 


agreed that the bill shall go into effect 
October 6. 


The duty fixed on binding twine is 


7-10 cents per pound. The duty on 
sugar is that given in the United Press 
dispatches of yesterday—free up to No. 
16 Dutch standard, with 5-10 cents a 
pound duty above that grade; the 
bounty to be 2 cents a pound on sugar 
above 90 polari iscope test and li be- 
tween 80 and 90. No attempt will be 
made to get conference reports through 
the house to-day. It will be called up 
to-morrow and it is thought will be 
agreed to before adjournment. 
The 


.senate will consider it Monday and 
speeches will be _ made by Senators 
Aldrich, Carlisle and possibly Ingalls. 
It filionld go to the president Monday 
night or Tuesday. 


Senator Aldrich says congress con ad- 


journ next Tuesday, but the general im- 
pression is that an adjournment will not 
t>9 had before the end of the week or 
Monday following. 


There is a great deal of feeling among 


the southern members about the pro- 
posed change in the rate of bounty on 
sugar between 80 and 90 polari K scope 
test. They claim that it is contrary to 
tho rules of both houses for the con- 
ferees to make such a change in>n item 
on which both houses had agreed, and 
Mr. Carlisle will make this point against 
the item in the senate. It is claimed by 
the republicans though, that there was a 
general disagreement between the two 
houses on the sugar schedule, which 
warrants the proposed change in bounty; 
and besides that, the change in the time 
of putting the bounty system into effect 
makes the change in the rate of bounty 
germane. 


Some anxiety is felt about the atti- 


tude of the western senators toward the 
binding twine amendment. 
Senator 


Paddock is much put out by the action 
of the conferees and ho has stated this 
afternoon that he will vote against the 
conference report. It is not known how 
many of the recalitrant senators will 
stand with him but the conferees do not 
think there will be enough to defeat the 
report, At 1 p. m. it was eaid that the 
report would go to the house at about 3 
o'clock. 


Senator Carlilse, says that the demo- 


cratic conferees will not sign the con- 
ference report. Speaker Reed, and 
Messrs. MoKinley and Cannon, the re- 
publican members of the committee on 
rules, had a consultation this afternoon 
in relation to a programe for the dispo- 
sition of the conference report on the 
tariff bill by the house. 


No agreement was reached, but it is 


understood that the committee on rules 
will bring in an order to-morrow pro- 
viding for the immediate consideration 
of the report, and a vote on its adop- 
tion after a few hours' debate. The re- 
port will undoubtedly pass the house. 


Mr. Niederas, of Missouri, has stated 


that he will vote against the report, but 
so far as as known there are no other 
republican members, however much 
they may be opposed to the conclusion 
of the conferees, who will place them- 
selves on record as opposed to it. They 
will simply content themselves with 
making vigorous protests while the bill 
is under consideration. 


The democrats have virtually decided 


not to make more than a formal protest 
and to vote against the adoption of the 
report. Mr. Flower, one of the demo- 
cratic conferees on the port of the house, 
said this afternoon that the democrats 
would like to have more time for discus- 
sion than they would probably be al- 
lowed with a vote On Monday or Tues-

Committing Kxceaaes and Shooting 


People at ttoa. 


LONDON, Sept. 26.—The Cronicle's 


Salcutta despatches say it is reported 
that the troops at Goa are committing 
excesses and shooting people indiscrim- 
inately. A number of people who are 
leaders have been killed and others are 
besieged in their houses. The people 
are taking refuge in the cathedral at 
Old Goa. It is rumored that the gover- 
nor is hiding in the place, and deaf to 
the petitions of the inhabitants. A 
number of dynamite bombs have been 
thrown at the palace by the cititizens 
soldiery. It is estimated that 300 per- 
sons were killed aud wounded during 
the two days' fighting. Meetings of 
Goanese in Bombay have been held to 
denounce the Portugese government 
and ask for British annexation. 


LISBON, Sept. 26.—It is reported that 


there was a serious conflict at Coinbrea 
yesterday between students and police 
and that some were Killed and several 
wounded. 


LONDON, Sept. 26.—The Zanzibar cor- 


respondent of the Times says: "The re- 
port of a massacre in Vitna is confirmed. 
One German named Manschell escaped. 
The denial of the death of Queen Anne 
will be equally profitable with Ger- 
many's denial of slavery proclamation. 
It is impossible to deal thus with a 
matter within the oonnesaence of two 
communities like Bagomaoay and Zanzi- 
bar. The only question is how to appor- 
tion the responsibility for a course of 
action nnsanotioned by Germany or her 
consul. Last Tuesday an Arab was pnb- 
lioly hanged in Bagomayo for slave- 
dealing. The Arab mind is considerably 
perturbed over the action which Ger- 
many has now adopted, which cannot 
fail to clear the situation."

PmsB0BG, Pa,, Sept. 26.—Captain 


Trimbleton, of the Tenth United States 
cavalry, commandant at Fort Sill, pass- 
ed through Pittsburg yesterday. He 
says that the greatest Indian uprising of 
recent times, is certain to come soon. 
The Indians, he says, have got the idea 
that the Great Medecine Man is coming 
soon to wipe out the whites and restore 
them the ownership of the country. 
The result is that they have entered 
with other fanatics upon a series of in- 
cantations and ridiculous ogeries. The 
5,000 Indians about Fort Sill renounced 
Christianity, and he is certain that in a 
short time somebody will pretend to be 
the expected Great Medeoine Man, and 
then trouble will begin. He thinks all 
the United States garrisons should be 
doubled.

As she entered the private office of the 
minister, she addressed Mr. Mizner, 
asking him if he was the minister. Mr. 
Mizner replied in the affirmative. Upon 
hearing this reply, the lady addressed 
the minister in Spanish, saying she was 
the daughter of the deceased General 
Barrnndia and that he, the minister, 
was directly responsible for his murder, 
adding that she was only a woman, but 
that it was her duty to avenge her 
father's death. With these words she 
pulled a revolver from beneath the 
folds of her dress and was about to shoot 
the minister, but before her purpose 
could be effected, I quietly grasped her 
by the wrist and wrenched the revolver 
from her hand. The minister however, 
was thoroughly frightened and made a 
rash for the door, which he closed and 
looked behind him, leaving me alone 
with the infuriated lady. We remained 
looked in the minister's room until the 
police came and took the lady away."
